script of testimony and the 
judge's report in the Mary Jo 
Kopechne inquest will be made 
public at 3 p.m. EOT Wednes- 
day. 


Miss Kopechne, 28, drowned 


last July when a car driven by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy went 
off a narrow bridge on Chappa- 
quiddlck Island and landed in a 
tidal pond. 


Chief Justice G. Joseph Tauro 


of Massachusetts Superior Court 
stepped into the case Monday 
and ordered the papers to be re- 
leased, rejecting the claim of a 
professional court stenographer 
that he alone had a right to 
make copies of the documents 
and sell them. 


Justice Tauro cited two orders 


of the state Supreme Court, on 
April 9 and again last week, 
which denied stenographer Sid- 
ney R. Upman's claim that he 
had ownership rights. His firm 
recorded the January inquest. 


Tauro also cited the finding of 


the state Supreme Court that it 
could not find any basis for the 
federal courts to assume juris- 


pers.

Press Rates 
Eliminated 
by the FCC 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission today ordered an end to 
preferential telegraph and tele- 
photo rates for the press. 


The FCC ordered American 


Telephone and Telegraph Co, 
and Western Union to file any 
new rate schedules needed with- 
in 30 days and to eliminate the 
preferential 
rates within 50 


days. 


The decision applies, the FCC 


said, to "private line services 
for press associations, news 
agencies, radio networks, radio 
broadcasting stations, newspa* 
pers, periodicals, and other gen- 
eral 
circulation 
publications 


publishing 
general 
news for 


public information." 


The FCC affirmed an initial 


decision issued June 17,1969, by 
hearing examiner Forest L. 
McClenning, and agreed with 
him that press spokesmen had 
failed to prove that application 
to them of commercial wire 
rates would significantly impair 
the dissemination of news,

Would Shift 
Control of 
Tech Schools 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Executive Committee of the Ar- 
kansas Advisory Council for 
Vocational • Technical Educa- 
tion recommended today that 
the state shift the emphasis on 
vocational training from area 
vo-tech schools to high schools. 


In recommending that voca- 


tional - technical 
training be 


made an intregral part of the 
secondary 
school curriculum, 


the committee suggested that 
the existing 10 vo-tech schools 
should direct a larger share of 
their training to the needs of in- 
dustry, 


The committee said that it did 


not think it wise to continue ex- 
panding the state's post-high 
school 
vocational 
tedinical 


training program, There are 10 
such schools now in operation 
and 12 more, plus two branch 
schools, are being contemplat- 
ed. 


The committee said the vo? 


tech schools have served a vital 
role in the state, but that they 
were designed to be and are 
primarily remedial educational 
institutions to make up for vo» 
cational training deficiencies of 
the public school system. 


In addition, the committee 


said, the per-pupil cost in the 
schools was high and that total 
average daily attendance of less 
than 2,000 students was rela- 
tively small despite the fact 
that 21,000 youths dropped out 
of the state's school system 
each year. 


The committee's recoramen* 


tions and findings were submit- 
ted to the full council today for 
Us consideration.

The group met at the invita-

committee to make 


recommendations on how the 
organization should help sup* 
port and finance the effort to 
sell the proposed document to 
the voters, 


Rockefeller

New York statute's definition of 
obscenity to minors and the 
House bill follows it almost to 
the letter. 


It describes in detail prohibit- 


ed depiction of genitals, but' 
tocks, breasts and sexual arous* 
al and defines it as obscenity 
harmful to minors when it: 


"Predominantly 
appeals to 


the prurient, shameful or mor- 
bid interest of minors; and is of* 
fensive to prevailing standards 
in the adult community concern* 
ing what is suitable material for 
minors; and is substantially 
without redeeming social value 
for minors," 


The one change, which the 


ACLU says make the bill more 
general, is that while the court- 
approved 
New York 
statute 


says "utterly without redeeming 
social value" the bill uses "sub- 
stantially." 


The bill is basically what 


President Nixon asked last year 
but he proposed fines up to 
$50,000 and prohibition of inter- 
state shipment of obscene mate- 
rial as well as use of the mails. 


A Justice Department lawyer 


testified two weeks ago thebill's 
definition is more explicit than 
necessary and the $5,000 fine 
may be too low to effectively 
curb smut mail. 


"Pornographers," said Asst. 


Atty. Gen. William Rehnquist, 
"may consider this just another 
cost of doing business."

George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 
said in a final report on propos- 
als for reform delegate selection 
procedures. 


The commission, created by 


the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention, 
had 
previously 


called 
for future convention 


delegations to be more repre- 
sentative than those of the past. 


Future 
delegations 
should 


contain women, young people 
and 
members 
of 
minority 


groups "in reasonable relation- 1 
ships" to their proportion in the 
state's population, the commis-j 
sion said. Practices such as 
proxy voting, lack of rules, 
slate-making 
by 
committees 


and delegate 
fees should be 


eliminated, it added. 


The commission made clear 


in its report the guidelines are 
subject only to review by the 
next 
national convention— not 


by 
the 
Democratic National 


Committee— but concludes "we 
believe that our guidelines place 
no unreasonable 
demands on 


state parties." 


Recognizing 
the possibility 


that the proposals may lead to a 
considerable number of creden- 
tial challenges in 1972, the com- 
mission recommended that the 
credentials committee "be guid- 
ed by the principal that state 
parties must assume the burden 
of ensuring opportunities for 
full, meaningful and timely par- 
ticipation in the delegate select- 
ing process for party mem- 
bers."

Fat Hotdogs 
Draw Fire of 
Consumer

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


Nixon administration decision 
against disclosing the brand 
name of "fat" hotdogs 
has 


drawn the fire of a consumer 
spokesman who says processors 
are hiding behind bureaucratic 
skirts. 


"Maybe I believe in the free 


enterprise system more than 
the administration," said Erma 
Angevine, executive director of 
the 
Consumer Federation of 


America. 


"I say put 'em in line and let 


them compete in the open mar- 
ket and let the consumer de- 
cide," she said. 


Mrs. 
Angevine's 
comments 


followed the refusal Monday of 
the Agriculture Department to 
list the names of meat packers 
charged under a new federal 
regulation 
to keep the fat con- 


tent of hotdogs and other cooked 
sausages to a minimum of 30 
per cent. 


Until last October 23 when the 


30 per cent limit went into ef» 
feet, there was no federal maxi. 
mum on the amount of fat in 
hotdogs. 
Experts said during 


hearings last June the fat pro* 
portion ranged as high as 50 per- 
cent in some varieties of cooked 
sausages. 


The Agriculture Department, 


which administers federal meat 
regulations, announced Monday 
after 
repeated 
requests by 


newsmen that the fat content of 
sausages during the first quar» 
ter of 1970 averaged 38.5 per 
cent. 


But the department refused to 


identify the names of manufac- 
turers. "There may be trade set 
cret information available in 
some of these," one official 
said. "We determined that it 
would be tmJair, really, since 
we obtained these by reason of 
our regulatory authority."

the nutrition program of the 
U.S. Health Services and Mental 
Health Administration. 


Schaefer also said "There Is 


no longer any doubt that the in- 
cidence of malnutrition is relat- 
ed to poverty*level incomes. The 
poorer you are the more likely 
you are to suffer from serious 
malnutrition." 


Schaefer's study, 
conducted 


under 
the 
Department 
of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
surveyed 
10 states- large and 


small, urban and rural, North 
and South. 


As an example of the study's 


findings Schaeler said a survey 
of 13,373 persons in Louisiana 
and Texas— two of the 10 states 
included in the report— discov- 
ered 
malnutrition's 
l.ptoms 


in widespread growth retarda- 
tion, anemia, and unacceptable 
levels of vitamins A and C and 
rtooflavin. 


He said the results of the sur- 


vey have prompted state offi- 
cials to act to improve welfare 
and food distribution programs. 


"There are indications that 


the survey in the other eight 
states will stimulate similar ac- 
tion programs," he said. 


But at the time of the survey, 


he said, less than 10 per cent of 
those surveyed in Texas partici- 
pated in either the Food Stamp 
or Commodity Distribution pro- 
grams, both federally financed. 
In Louisiana, he said, 29 per 
cent of those surveyed took part 
in the food stamp program and 
12 per cent got surplus foods un- 
der the commodities programs.

School Ruling 
Will Not 
Be Pressed

The Supreme Court has not 


ruled that "racial isolation by 
itself requires a constitutional 
remedy, even where that racial 
isolation may be brought about 
by official action or inaction," 
Leonard told a news briefing 
group.

constitutional the official— or de 
jure— type of segregation exist- 
ing in the South but has not spo- 
ken on the question of whether 
the Constitution requires wide- 
spread busing to achieve racial 
balance i n n e i g h b o r h o o d 
schools. 


Leonard also said statewide 


desegregation suits once con- 
templated 
against 
Florida, 


North Carolina, Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and South Carolina may 
not need to be filed since, he 
said, voluntary compliance is 
coming along. 


Three weeks 
ago, Leonard 


said the administration would 
"watch very closely" voluntary 
compliance efforts in the weeks 
ahead. "If nothing happens to 
end the dual school systems we 
are kind of bound to proceed 
with the state suits," he said at 
the time. 


But Leonard said Monday he 


saw progress in ending the dual 
school system.

bler who believed firmly that 
you should gamble every day 
of your life. Otherwise yoii 
might be in a lucky streak 
and never know it. 


With 17 high-card points 


opposite 12 South is in a nice, 
conservative no-trump game. 
If South is in a lucky finess- 
ing streak he can make all 
the tricks by finessing suc- 
cessfully for both minor suit 
kings and g u e s s i n g which 
way to go after the queen of 
spades later on. 


A pessimistic 
South will 


look over d u m m y with an 
eye to b e i n g sure of his 
game. He will decide that the 
queen of hearts lead is al- 
most surely from a suit of at 
least four cards. He will then 
say to himself "What can I 
do if my evil g e n i u s has 
placed both those minor suit 
kings w h e r e I don't want 
them to be?" 


The answer to his problem 


is that if he finesses for those 
k i n g s in the r i g h t order 
everything will work put hap- 
pily for him. He wins the 
first heart so as to give his 
lucky streak a chance if he 
is in one. 


Then he leads a spade to 


dummy's ace and plays dum- 
my's queen of clubs for a 
finesse. West plucks the trick 
with his king and continues 
hearts. South ducks that sec- 
ond heart but wins the third 
one and tries the diamond 
finesse. Bingo! Another queen 
has bit the dust. 


East is on lead and plays 


a spade. South could finesse 
for that queen but he doesn't 
because he can now take the 
rest of the tricks without 
that finesse.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Chickenpox Virus 
Is Cause of Shingles 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What causes shingles? 


What are the usual symp- 
toms? Will they leave scars? 
What treatment is best? 


A—Shingles, 
or 
herpes 


zoster, is caused by the 
chickenpox virus. According 
to the prevailing belief, it 
occurs most often in persons 
over 40 who had chickenpox 
earlier in life and in whom 
the virus has lain dormant 
for years. What triggers the 
attack is not known. 


The victim may have pain 


over the course of a nerve, 
usually on only one side of 
the body and most common- 
ly a nerve running between 
two ribs. From two to four 
days later, small, painful, 
red papules and blisters oc- 
cur in groups along the skin 
over 
the 
involved 
nerve. 


They dry up in about 10 days 
but new outcroppings may 
appear 
for 
four 
or 
five 


weeks. 
When the 
lesions 


have healed, they may leave 
areas of pigmentation or 
scarring. There is no sec- 
ond attack but a common 
and very disturbing compli- 
cation is a persistent neural- 
gia in the involved area. 
This occurs most often in 
persons with hardening of 
the arteries. 


In the acute stage, spray- 


ing the area with a freezing 
solution such as ethyl chlo- 
ride relieves the pain and 
promotes healing. Covering 
the lesions with zinc oxide 


ointment 
is 
also 
helpful. 


Aspirin may be taken if the 
pain is severe but narcotics 
should be avoided because of 
the danger 
of 
dependence 


with p r o l o n g e d use. 
In severe cases, spinal punc- 
ture and injection of ice cold 
normal saline solution into 
the spinal canal has given 
relief. 


Q—What Is the best treat- 


ment for post-shingles neu- 
ralgia? 


A—The better the pain is 


controlled during the acute 
stage, the less chance there 
is of developing neuralgia 
later. 
Blocking the nerve 


early in the course of the 
neuralgia, if other measures 
fail to relieve the pain, is a 
good procedure. 
This 
will 


not help if the neuralgia has 
persisted 
for a month or 


more. 


If, in spite of all efforts to 


prevent it, post-shingles neu- 
ralgia develops, an infusion 
of procaine into the vein 
usually gives relief. As a 
last resort, cutting the in- 
volved nerve may oe advis- 
able.

The President's position runs

ute, 


Sending the measure to a 


House-Senate conference com- 
mittee for reworking could de- 
feat or weaken the voting rights 
statute, said Celler. 


"Why did he wait so long?" 


asked Celler. If the bill falls to 
pass, he added, "the responsi- 
bility is on the President." 


The bill containing the provi- 


sion to lower the voting age 
would extend for five years the 
1965 Voting Rights Act, which 
has been called one on the most 
effective civil rights laws of 
modern times. Supporters say it 
enabled more than a million 
Negroes in the South to register 
to vote. 


House Minority Leader Ger- 


ald R. Ford, R-MIch., said he 
"violently disagreed with Cel- 
ler's interpretation of the Presi- 
dent's motives. He said he 
would try and send the bill to 
conference to delete the 18-year- 
old vote provision.

amendment because the Senate 
ibill "represents an unconstitu-

(AP) - The Cambodian govefft- . 
ment said today that its troops 
had driven the Viet Cong froffl 
the Buddhist pagoda in Angtas* 
som and that cleanup operations 
\vere under way in the town, It 
said small groups of Viet Cong 
were continuing to fight. 


The battle at Angtassom, 36 


miles south of Phnom Penh, has 
been going on for six days. The 
army had said Monday that a 
Viet Cong unit was holed up In 
the Buddhist pagoda and that 
the Cambodians would not at- 
tack it because it was a sacred 
place. The army spokesman did 
not explain today how the Cam- 
bodians got the enemy soldiers 
out. 


The spokesman said that dur- 


ing the night, the Viet Corig 
blew up another bridge— the 
second in the two days— on the 
road from Phnom Penh to Ang- 
tassom. 


The army said it is expecting 


an attack on Highway 4, the last 
road open all the way from 
Phnom Penh to the Gulf of Siam 
ports through which the capital 
gets its petroleum supplies. An 
army spokesman said reinforce- 
ments had been deployed along 
the highway down to Kompong 
Som, the country's chief port, 
which was named Sihanoukville 
until Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
was deposed.
